MoeARTHUR is r ig h t 
(Las Vegas R*vl»w-J»uraal) 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. a real 
American citizen and patriot, has is­ 
sued a warning that, unlea* the govern­ 
ment'* lust for taxe* is restrained the 
Unitwi States may be taxed into sodal- 
iatic slavery and perhaps decline and 
die a* did the Roman Empire, 
Gen. MacArthur. aince hi* forced re­ 
tirement by former President Harry S. 
Truman, seldom makes public utter­ 
ances but when he does, he really has 
something to say. He always has been 
recognized as one of the most astute 
Blinds of the military and is well versed 
Sn 
the operations of government 
through hia long years Iri public serv­ 
ice. He now is chairman of the board 
of directors of the Sperry Rand Corp., 
and is regarded as an excellent business 
man. 
. 
MacArthur, In his talk before the 
stockholders, said that America faces 
a future bright and more pleasant 
through the fruits of industrial and sci­ 
entific advance*. However, he warned 
that all of this bright future could be 
wiped out by oppressive taxes. 
He pointed out that the per capita tax 
rate has risen In the past 70 years from 
$1.98 to $466.86 in 1936 "per head for 
every one of us." 
That is a terrific Increase. Wages have 
aliot up in the past half century and the 
working people of the nation ahould be 
enjoying the highest standard of life 
ever dreamed of. However, because of 
the oppressive taxes, the working man 
cannot enjoy the full fruits of his labor. 
Gen. MacArthur said that "excessive 
taxation produces results somewhat re­ 
sembling the evils of slavery and serf­ 
dom In the day* of old." He then illus­ 
trates by saying that the government 
takes in taxes one third of the income 
of the average citizen each year. This 
means, he says, that the worker is re­ 
quired to work entirely for the govern­ 
ment from Jan. 1 to May 10. That is five 
months and a half. 
“This," the general says, "begins to 
resemble the soviet forced labor sys­ 
tem. We will be fortunate if it does not 
finally reduce Individuals to the univer­ 
sal status of robots." 
He also says that the present tax 
structure is now probably adequate, 
eventually, to "socialize the United 
States," and we thoroughly agree. 
From tim e to tim e we h a v e p o in te d 


out here that It’s about time the rank 
and file of the citizens of the United 
States rose up and demanded that their 
servants in Washington do something 
about this growing menace. 
We are standing idly by watching 
out country rot from within and are 
afraid to speak up against those who 
would sell our form of government 
down the river. And don't think there 
aren’t some of the boys around. Some 
of them, In fact, are in the houses of 
Congress. That may sound like treason, 
but unfortunately, It is a fact. 
U.S. Sen. George W. Malone has been 
fighting a lone battle foa a long time 
against the present tax situation as it 
Involves foreign aid. He has found him­ 
self on the "purge” list of the present 
administration because of his theories. 
But he will continue to fight and, quite 
fortunately for the American citizens, 
he is getting some support in his fight. 
It seems to be the trend in Washing­ 
ton to tax the American people so that 
their money can be split up among the 
foreign nations and allow them to raise 
their standards of living on American 
taxpayers’ dollars. 
Certainly, if America Is to follow, in 
the pages of history, the fall of the Ro­ 
man empire, then it is about time the 
American people demanded that a 
brake be Rpplicd to all of this foreign 
spending and allow the American citi­ 
zens to enjoy a major portion of their 
earnings rather than having to work 
for the government and a batch of 
foreigners for five and a half months 
each year.

SCHOOL BOARD President Fred 
Morrison later pointed out that 
although tha budget contained no 
Section 14 school provisions, that 
the budget "is not inflexible."
